Crawford AuSable School 
District officials have proposed 
to team up with the county 
again to bring back the school 
liaison officer full-time. 

Just Over a year ago, 
Crawford AuSable School 
District officials notified the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners that it could 
not fund its half of Deputy 
Chase Barnett’s salary. The 
change was due to state budg- 
et cuts to school districts across 
the state. County commission- 
ers found money in the budget 
to keep Barnett in the schools 
until the end of the school 
year. 

Now, Crawford AuSable 
Schoo! District Superintendent 
Joe Powers said Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm is expected to apply 
for $312 million in funds 
through the federal Edwobs 
Bill. Passed by the federal law- 
makers in August, the legisla- 
tion is aimed to bring back 
thousands of teachers who 
were pink-slipped in the spring 
due to school budget woes 
across the nation. Pg. 3

“I'm taking this very seri- 
ously because I don’t want to 
see anyone getting hurt out 
there,” he said. 

Initially, Baum was trying 
to find funds to replace duty 
gear, which holds officer's 
fire arms and other equip- 
ment, as well as their hand- 
guns, some of which are 
over 25-years-old. Baum 
said officers need to have 
similar equipment — and 
weapons if they are involved 
in an emergency situation 
and have to use another offi- 
cer’s side arm. 

But Baum said — that 
addressing radio communi- 
cation is now at the top of 
the list. 

“We're getting to the point 
where we're either putting 
cost above safety or safety 
above cost,” Baum told the 
city council. “You know how 
I feel.” 

Baum said he has been in 
contact with Frederic Fire 
Chief Doug Pratt, who coor- 


dinates the priorities for 
Homeland Security Grant 
funds in Crawford County. 
October is the soonest the 
county will hear about how 
the funds will be spent and 
January is the latest they will 
receive word on restrictions 
to spend the money. 

Grayling Mayor Pro-Tem 
Larry Akers, who is the 
9] lfemergency management 
director for Crawford 
County, said some 
Homeland Security grants 
for radios require a 20 to 25 
percent match, Other grants 
do not require a match, but 
restrictions on how the funds 
can be spent are set by feder- 
al and state officials and can 
change during a_ funding 
cycle. 

“We've been a footstep 
away from grants several 
times,” said Akers, who is on 
the Region Seven Homeland 
Security Board covering 
northern Michigan. “I'm just 
one voice, in the group.”

eventually will vote.

TO ASSURE THAT top 
candidates debate ~— and 
avoid standoffs such as the 
Snyder-Bernero — scenario 
this year ~ a non-partisan, 
independent state debate 
commission has been pro- 
posed. 

In one way or another, the 
state commission would 
come up with details of the 
candidate debate programs 
for governor, US senator 
when that office is to be 
decided, perhaps other 
statewide offices. 

The commission would 
determine details of the 
debates ~ how many, where 
and when they would be 
held, who would moderate 
or ask the questions, media 
coverage available, and so 
on — and the top candidates 
would be expected to com- 
ply. 

With the proper public 
push behind the system, 


only an exceptional candi- 
date would decline to partic- 
ipate. 

The presidential debate 
commission probably would 
be a model for its Michigan 
counterpart. Several other 
states also have some ver- 
sion of an official state 
debate commission. 

* * * 

IT MIGHT work .... at 
least to set up debates and 
establish ground rules. 

It probably would assure 
that top candidates appear 
on the same stage. There’s 
no way to force participa- 
tion — except through public 
pressure. 

But I doubt that candidate 
debates — cither voluntary 
between the candidates or 
forced by a state commis- 
sion — will be as substantive 
as they are expected to be.

Small business bill 
means jobs for Michigan 


Nearly everyone in 
Congress agrees that smal] 
businesses are the engines 
of job growth. Recently, we 
put our words into action by 
passing the Small Business 
Jobs and Credit Act, which 
will help these businesses 
survive and thrive, keeping 
current workers on the pay- 
roll and creating new jobs. 

I’m especially pleased 
that this bill tackles a key 
problem that small busi- 
nesses now face: difficulty 
in obtaining the capital they 
need to operate, expand and 
grow. One of the most 
important ways in which it 
will do so is through the 
State Small Business Credit 
Initiative, a program I 
helped develop to provide 
badly needed assistance to 
state and local programs 
across the country that help 
small businesses grow. I’m 
especially proud that this 
effort was inspired by 
Michigan’s own small busi- 
ness programs. 

Just as the recession has 
battered the value of our 
homes, if has also battered 
the value of business prop- 
erty, such as real estate, fac- 
tories and equipment. That 
has damaged the ability of 
small businesses to get bank 
financing because it has 
lowered the value of proper- 
ty they can offer as collater- 
al, And so, businesses with 
plenty of customers and 
excellent credit histories 
have been unable to get the 
financing they have relied 
on and need, endangering 
existing jobs and preventing 
creation of new jobs. 

Michigan and many other 


states have begun programs 
designed to deal with this 
problem. Thanks to our col- 
lateral support program in 
Michigan, companies like 
Saline Lectronics, an elec- 
tronics manufacturer in 
Washtenaw County, and 
Display Pack, a packaging 
company in Grand Rapids, 
have been able to expand 
production and add work- 
ers. Just since 2006, with 
just $3 million in_ state 
money, Michigan’s Capital 
Access Program has lever- 
aged nearly $88 million in 
private lending, and saved 
or created an estimated 
13,000 jobs. 

But the demand for this 
successful program far 
exceeds the resources avail- 
able. In Michigan and else- 
where, these programs can’t 
help enough of the busi- 
nesses that could effectively 
use support. Lack of 
resources for small busi- 
nesses is stifling job cre- 
ation by small business. 
And so the legislation we 
recently approved includes 
the State Small Business 
Credit Initiative, which will 
make available $1.5 billion 
in grants to state and local 
programs that help small 
businesses get the loans 
they need. It will help pro- 
vide many times that much 
in private loans to small 
businesses. 

There are other major 
provisions of this bill that 
will help small businesses 
create jobs. It contains $12 
billion in tax cuts for small 
businesses, tax cuts that 
will help them put their 
money into growing their 


on all the positions they 
might claim are sure to be 
disappointed. 

Positions cannot be 
spelled out in three or four 
minute answer periods. 
That’s why position papers, 
platforms and other more 
detailed documents usually 
are made available and why 
candidates make speeches to 
different audiences and on 
different subjects through- 
out the longer campaign. 

* * * 

DEBATES ARE made for 
quick impressions. They are 
fertile ground for sound 
bites. They encourage con- 
frontation, especially by the 
underdog. They aim to pro- 
duce a memorable quip. 

Appearance is more 
important than positions. 
Most of those who watch 
debates form opinions based 
not on substance, but on 
impressions. 

For example, Richard 
Nixon’s five o’clock shadow 


businesses and creating new 
jobs. It will more than dou- 
ble the limits for two of the 
Small Business 
Administration’s most 
important loan programs 
and provide other enhance- 
ments to SBA loan pro- 
grams — enhancements that 
will increase fending to 
small businesses by over $5 
billion in the first year.

We cannot afford to miss 
opportunities to boost 
employment, because the 
hundreds of thousands of 
people in Michigan, and the 
millions across the country, 
who have lost their jobs in 
this recession deserve our 
very best efforts. With pas- 
sage of the Small Business 
Jobs Act, we’ve given small 
business powerful tools to 
add new workers.

Reagan’s “There you go 
again!” caused President 
Carter more damage than 
his positions on the econo- 
my or the Cold War.

SUBSTANCE OFTEN is 
too difficult to present and 
too complicated to grasp 
during the debate format — 
which is not really a debate 
at all, but a joint appearance 
with time limits and equal- 
ized face time for each can- 
didate. 

In a word, debates are 
designed for one candidate 
or the other to ship up and

make a mistake. 

Most viewers or listeners 
are likely to come away 
from a debate reinforced in 
their existing support for 
one candidate or the other. 

Those who are undecided 
and might be swayed to one 
candidate or the other are 
more likely to be influenced 
by a negative impression 
rather than anything positive 
or enlightening. 

Candidate debates should 
not be mistaken for some- 
thing they are not. 

The candidates should 
make their own decisions 
about what they want to do, 
and how they want to do it.

The Michigan Timberliner 
was a summer resort train, 
which traveled from Detroit 
to Mackinaw City. The train 
made its last run on Sept. 3, 
1962, making it the last sum- 
mer-only regularly operated 
tourist train, 

The Bluewater Michigan 
Chapter, Inc. of the National 
Railway Historical Society 
pays tribute to The 
Timberliner trip with two 
trips for northeastern 
Michigan residents and visi- 
tors. 

Tickets for a full-day train 
excursion from Standish to 
Grayling are available online 
al www.bluewaternrhs.com 
or by contacting the Standish 
Historical Depot at (989) 
718-3021, 

Tickets for the side trip 
can be purchased at the 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum at 97 Michigan 
Ave. or by calling 348-4461, 

“Ys Tall color tour basical- 
ly with a side trip.” said Bill 
Harman, president for the 
Bluewater Michigan 
Chapter, Ine. of the Nationa! 
Railway Historical Society. 
“The idea is to keep train 
travel alive for people who 
remember what it was like in 
the 1950s and to introduce 
the expericnee to children.” 

Prices for the side trip 
excursion vary hy rail car. 
Ultra-class tickets are $60 
for adults only. first-class 
tickels are $35 each and 
coach uckets are $20 for 
adults and $15 for children 
accompanied by an adult.

“They are regular passen- 
ger cars that ran in the hey- 
day of passenger train trav- 
el,” Harman said. 

Downtown Grayling will 
be alive with a farm market, 
tractor show, street vendors, 
pony rides, arts and crafts, 
kid’s activities and a shuttle 
to take visitors to all the 
events. 

A Model Train Show and 
Swap will be held from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m. on Saturday 
and Sunday at the Grayling 
Middie School. 

Featured displayed will 
include Glancy Trains by the 
Detroit Historical Society, a 
Lego train display, a chil- 
dren’s area to assemble 
Legos and tables where train 
items will be displayed and 
sold. 

Passengers riding the tain 
from Standish will get off the 
train in Grayling. 

The side-trip travels up 
into the Waters area and 
lakes about two hours. 

“It’s not that far away, but 
the ride on the train is very 
leisurely,’ Harman said. 

The Standish Depot and 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum, a train depot built 
in 1883, gain some proceeds 
from the train excursions to 
help fund projects and 
evenls. 

Herman said the Crawford 
County Historical Society 
and the Bluewater Michigan 
Chapter, Inc. of the National 
Railway Historical Society 
teamed up for the train 
excursion in 2005.

“This is the largest event 
of the year for us, and the 
fact that we're able to do all 
this during the Harvest 
Festival, which has several 
visitors coming to the com- 
munity, really helps out a 
lot.” Cosgray said. 

Tickets for the train trip 
going from Grayling to 
Waters have been on sale 
since August, but have been 
moving slow. 

“If we don’t sell tickets, 
we jeopardize not having the 
train caming back — to 
Grayling.” Cosgray said.

Grayling’s defense kept
